remained unpublished till the 18th century. 
These plates pertain to the study of the kidneys, 
the azygos vein and of the auditory organ.

In 1545 Thomas Geminus, of Leeds, had 
published this book in Latin, which is taken 
entirely from Vesalius (mainly the Epitome has 
been used). In the preface he mentions Vesalius 
and boasts that his book is just as good as the 
original. Gemini was probably himself an en- 
graver and printer, but we do not know how far he 
himself took part in the production of the book. 
The engraved plates, which are all taken from the 
Fabrica, with the exception of three, are engraved, 
and are probably the first copper engravings to be 
produced in England. The text itself is rather 
shorter than in the original, being only a descrip- 
tion of the plates. The book was very successful 
and, as de Feyfer says, it did more to make this 
work of Vesalius known than his own book. 
Gemini, who was obviously a foreigner, probably 
an Italian, living in England, had the book trans- 
lated into English by Nicholas Udall and published 
it in 1552. In this edition no more is said about 
Vesalius, but the work appears here as that of the 
plagiarist himself. 

It is needless to emphasise the great importance 
of this work, which is the first appearance in 
English of what is to-day considered one of the 
foundation stones of medical science. 

The book is of the very greatest rarity. We can 
trace no complete copy of this edition having been 
on the market within the last 15 years. Our copy 
has the very rare folding plate of Adam and Eve, 
which is not found in the British Museum copy. 
There are two issues of the book, one with a date 
1553 on the title (the copy in the British Museum) 
and one without a date (our issue), which appears 
to be the earlier one. 

Nearly all the copies that turn up of this book 
are in bad condition. As regards our copy the 
extreme outer margins of the engraved title is very 
slightly shaved and there are one or two other 
skilful repairs to it. The rest of the book is in 
extremely good condition.

Catalogue. The compilers of the catalogue are 
of the opinion that this was the earliest issue and 
that afterwards quire A. was reprinted to regu- 
larise the type measurements.
